Subject; Congressional Lunches. 


In order to apprise key members of the Congress of pertinent 
matters concerning ClA, it is recommended that commencing im- 
mediately a program of weekly lunches with Senators and Congress- 
men be inaugurated. It is recommended that an invitation be extended 
to the members of Congress listed below, on a proposed schedule as 
follows;

Congressman John M. Yorys (R. , Ohio), ranking Republican 
member of the Mouse Foreign Affairs Committee, 

Mr. Vorys recently expressed a desire to come down. He 
has not been here to lunch since the 82nd Congress. He 
is a member of the (Randall) Commission on Foreign 
Economic Policy, and may have some questions to ask 
along foreign trade lines.
